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ARTICLE  I. 

A  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  chosen,  consisting  of  nine  corporate  Mana- 
gers, and  as  many  more  as  they  may  choose,  from  the  different  religious 
denominations  in  Brooklyn,  to  conduct  the  affaire  of  the  Society. 

#  ARTICLE  II. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  First  and  Second  Directress, 
Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries,  and  Treasurer,  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Board  of  Managers.  They  shall  he  elected  by  ballot  at  the  meeting  held  the 
first  Tuesday  in  May. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month, 
and  shall  have  power  to  control  all  the  arrangements  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  benevolent  purpose's  of  the  Society,  and  to  enact  By-Laws,  provided 
notice  has  been  given  at  the  previous  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  in 
her  absence,  the  Second  Directress,  and  they  shall  be  ex-ojfido  members  of 
all  Standing  Committees.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  all 
correspondence:  keep  a  record  of  children  received  and  dismissed,  and  their 
history,  as  far  as  possible,  while  in  the  Institution  and  afterwards.  The 
Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  keep 
a  record  of  the  same. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

An  Executive  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  consisting  of 
the  First  and  Second  Directress,  Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  two 
Managers,  to  receive  applications  for  children,  bind  them  out  and  attend  to 
the  general  Home  matters,  including  the  hiring  and  fixing  wages  of  all  per- 
sons employed,  except  the  Matron,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  Purchasing,  Work,  Sewing,  Visiting, 
House,  Nursery,  and  School  Committees  ;  a  Committee  on  Repairs  ;  a  Finance 
Committee  and  a  Committee  for  nominating  Managers,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  depend  upon  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Purchasing  Committee  shall  provide  for  the  housekeeping,  dinners, 
etc.  No  purchases  shall  be  made  for  Home  or  Schools,  except  by  this  Com- 
mittee or  by  their  direction,  and  no  bills  paid  by  the  Treasurer  for  supplies 
•if  not  certified  by  one  of  the  Committee. 

\RTICLE  VIII. 

The  Work  Committee  shall  prepare  and  superintend  the  work.  The 
School  Committee  shall  visit  the  schools  in  turn,  to  examine  the  scholars. 
The  Visiting  Committee  shall  collect  scholars  for  the  school.  The  Sewing 
Committee  shall  teach  the  children  to  sew.  The  Nursery  Committee  shall 
take  general  supervision  of  the  Nursery,  engage  the  Nurse,  etc.,  and  report 
monthly  to  the  Board.  The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
who  shall  visit  the  Home  weekly,  to  inspect  the  general  management  of  the 
household,  and  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  children,  and  report  to  the 
Board  at  every  monthly  meeting.  Managers  serving  on  any  other  Commit- 
tee may  be  exempt  from  this  duty. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Committee  on  Repairs  shall  consist  of  two  members  of  the  Advisory 
Committee,  and  three  Managers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
look  after  the  general  condition  of  the  Home,  and  Schools,  and  as  they 
shall  determine,  direct  all  necessary  repairs  and  alterations.  No  hills  for  any 
such  expenditures  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  unless  cert  died  by  the 
Chairman,  or  two  of  this  Committee. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  First  and  Second  Directress, 
Treasurer,  two  Managers,  and  two  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  to 
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be  appointed  by  the  Board.  This  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  Saturdays 
preceding  the  regular  meetings  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  and 
oftener  if  necessary,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Treasurer.  Reports  shall  be 
made  to  this  Committee  at  each  regular  meeting,  and  at  special  meetings, 
when  required,  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  detail  since  the  preceding 
meeting.  This  Committee  shall  direct  the  investments  whether  temporary 
or  permanent,  of  the  funds  of  the  Institution,  and  generally  look  after  and 
control  the  monetary  affairs. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Each  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  collector  in  and  for  the  Congregation 
or  Society  which  they  shall  represent,  and  such  collector  may  appoint  and 
authorize,  with  consent  of  the  Board,  a  co-worker,  to  assist  the  Manager  in 
any  of  her  duties.  Her  name  shall  be  enrolled,  and  she  will  be  expected  to 
attend  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Any  person  who  shall  contribute  one  dollar  or  more  annually  to  the 
support  of  the  Society,  shall  be  a  member  thereof,  and  be  entitled  to  vote  on 
all  questions  at  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  he  held  on  the  Third  Tuesday  of  April,  or  any 
other  convenient  time  in  that  month,  at  which  time  the  Board  shall  be 
elected  for  t^ie  ensuing  year.  The  Managers  shall  have  the  power  to  supply 
vacancies  occurring  in  their  Board  between  the  periods  of  the  annual 
elections. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
but  not  less  than  ten  members  must  be  present  at  the  adoption  of  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

This  Constitution  shall  be  submitted  for  additions  or  amendments  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  if  notice  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meet- 
ing. 


BY-LAWS, 


AS   AMENDED   AND   ADOPTED,    MAY,    ,868  . 

■  _ 

1.  The  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  each  month,  at  half-past  10  a.  m.,  at  the  Home. 

2  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  First  Directress,  and  in  her 
absence,  by  the  Second  Directress,  or  at  the  request  of  any  two  members  of 
the  Board. 

3.  The  School  established  first  by  this  Board,  shall  be  called  or  known  as 
the  Industrial  School,  No.  1. 

4.  Schools  may  be  established  as  auxiliaries,  each  school  to  be  under  the 
care  of  a  Special  Committee  of  six  members  of  this  Board.  The  Chairman 
of  each  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Board  monthly. 

5.  Any  School  now  established  and  sustained,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
established  and  sustained  by  any  one  religion^  congregation,  may  be  recog- 
tiized  and  taken  under  the  general  supervision  of  this  Board,  provided  one 
or  more  members  of  this  Board  shall  be  associated  in  the  management  of 
such  school. 

0.  All  Committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  First  Directress,  and  when 
the  meeting  i»  equally  divided  on  any  question,  she  shall  have  the  casting 
vote. 

7.  The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  the  regular  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Board  ; 

1.  Reading  a  pojtion  of  Scripture. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting. 
:>.  Report  from  the  Treasurer, 

4.  Moneys  paid  to  Treasurer. 

5.  Report  from  Corresponding  Secretary. 

6.  Report  from  Executive  Committee. 
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7.  Reports  from  other  Standing  Committees :  Purchasing — 

Work — House — Scho< »] . 

8.  Reports  from  School  Teachers. 

9'.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

10.  Calling  the  Roll. 

11.  Reading  of  the  By-Laws. 

12.  Weekly  House  Visitors  appointed. 

13.  Reading  of  Letters  and  Communications. 

14.  Resolutions  offered  and  considered. 

All  the  above  reports  to  be  given  in  writing. 

8.  No  person  shall  withdraw  from  the  meeting  without  giving  satisfactory 
reasons,  and  no  conversation  but  such  as  relates  to  business,  can  be  allowed 
during  the  sitting  of  the  Board,  and  all  such  conversation  shall  be  addressed 
to  the  ( 'hair. 

9.  When  any  Manager  has  failed  for  three  successive  months  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  Board,  or  tailed  in  any  way  to  perform  her  duties  as 
Manager  without  satisfactory  excuse  reported  to  the  Board,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify  her  of  such  delinquency,  and  if  she  fails  then 
to  attend  the  regular  meeting  next  following,  or  to  render  an  excuse  satis- 
factory to  the  Board,  she  shall  be  considered  as  having  resigned  without  fur- 
ther action,  and  the  Secretary  shall  so  record  it. 

10.  The  ^ember  first  named  in  a  Committee,  shall  preside,  give  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  and  report  their  proceedings  to  the  Board. 

11.  The  Managers  serving  on  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  elected 
for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  new  Manager  being  chosen  each  year. 

12.  No  former  resolution  shall  be  re-considered,  unless  called  for  by  on 
of  the  majority  who  passed  it. 

13.  The  Bible,  or  Scripture  Lesson,  shall  form  part  of  the  daily  reading 
in  all  the  Schools  established  by  this  Association. 

14.  The  Treasurer  shall  furnish  a  report  at  each  monthly  meeting,  of  the 
state  of  the  Treasury,  and  at  the  Annual  meeting  shall  furnish  audited  ac- 
counts of  the  Receipts  and  Disbursements  of  the  entire  year. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  the  Sewing  and  School  Com- 
mittees to  provide  a  substitute,  when  unable  to  meet  her  own  regular  ap- 
pointment. 
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16.  There  shall  be  an  Advisory  Committee  of  gentlemen,  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  aid  and  advice  in  the  business  transactions  of  the  Association, 
whenever  circumstances  shall  require  it. 

17.  No  children  who  are  fit  subjects  for  the  Public  Schools  can  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  schools  of  the  Association.  No  boys  over  ten  years  re- 
ceived. 

18.  Such  of  the  By-Laws  as  relate  to  the  duties  of  the  Managers,  shall  be 
read  at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Board. 

19.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  added  to  or  repealed,  at  any  Regular 
Meeting  of  the  Board,  provided  notice  of  such  alteration,  addition  or  repeal, 
shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 


FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


_  1«  

The  Jewish  women  who  brought  their  children  to  Jesus  that 
he  might  bless  them,  little  knew  the  encouragement  his  words 
would  prove  in  after  ages  to  those  who  labor  among  the  young. 
We,  believing  that  the  Saviour  is  equally  pleased  now  when  little 
ones  are  brought  to  him,  strive  to  act  in  obedience  to  his  wishes, 
and  gather  them,  like  those  Hebrew  mothers,  to  lead  them  to 
Jesus,  that  they  may  obtain  his  blessing.  Our  duty  is  a  pleasant 
one  ;  for,  in  this  age.  none  forbid  them  to  come.  There  is  an  ever- 
increasing  interest  in  their  religious  education  and  training;  the 
Saviour  is  now  recognized  as  the  friend  of  children,  and  all  who 
call  themselves  Christians,  if  not  actively  engaged,  at  lea-t  show 
their  appfoval  by  a  warm  interest  in  some  work  which  has  this 
for  its  object.  Our  Industrial  Schools,  Orphan  Asylums,  Sunday 
Schools,  Houses  of  Refuge,  and  the  various  Missions  and  Reform- 
atories for  the  benefit  of  the  young  are  the  rapid  outgrowth  of 
this  feeling  for  the  last  century;  previously,  schools  of  this  kind 
were  rare,  if  they  existed  at  all.  Our  Association  feels  the  effect 
of  this  growing  interest  in  the  welfare  of  children  ;  for.  year  by 
year,  we  find  a  more  decided  expression  by  the  community  at 
large  of  the  necessity  and  importance  of  this  work.  The  public, 
by  their  liberality  at  our  last  Fair,  expressed  this  in  a  very 
tangible  way.  Friends  constantly  urge  us  to  continue,  or  en- 
courage us  to  widen  our  field  of  labor,  by  kindly  striving  to 
furnish  us  with  the  pecuniary  means  so  necessary  as  fuel  to  the 
engine  which  moves  the  mechanical  part  of  the  work. 

In  older  to  show  what  has  been  accomplished,  somewhat  of 
repetition  in  giving  the  details  is  unavoidable.

THE  WORK   OF  THIS  ASSOCIATION 

consists  in  establishing  Industrial  Schools  in  those  ]>:irts  of  the 
city  in  which  the  greatest  number  of  destitute  children  may  be 
found,  and  also  in  receiving  into  the  Home : 

1st.  Such  children  as  are  surrendered  to  the  Association  by  the 
proper  authorities  ; 

2nd.  Such  children  as,  being  without  proper  homes,  need  care 
and  shelter,  but,  not  having  been  surrendered,  are  taken  in 
on  charity  ; 

3rd.  Children  whose  parents  are  earning  something  for  them- 
selves, and  consequently  are  able  to  pay  somewhat  toward 
their  support. 

THE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS, 

of  which  there  are  four,  are  well  regulated  and  properly  con- 
ducted. The  reports  from  the  Committee  of  Managers  who 
have  them  in  charge,  as  well  as  from  the  visitors  and  "Bible- 
readers"  in  those  districts,  all  tend  to  show  that  they  have  been 
the  means  of  accomplishing  much.  good.  Great  difficulty  has 
been  found  in  procuring  suitable  buildings  for  these  schools  in 
desirable  localities. 

SCHOOL  NO.  L,  CONCORD  ST.,  OPPOSITE  PRINCE  ST. 

About  three  hundred  scholars  have  been  in  attendance  during 
the  past  year.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  garments  have  been  dis- 
tributed among  them,  and  one  hundred  pairs  of  shoes.  The 
average  attendance  has  been  seventy.  Meals,  to  the  number 
of  twelve  thousand  five  hundred,  have  been  given  in  the  course 
of  the  year.  Spelling,  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  have  been 
taught  by  the  regular  teachers  employed  for  that  purpose,  and  a 
class  in  writing  lias  been  formed  by  a  lady  who  has  volunteered 
to  teach  this  useful  branch,  and  who  lias  been  very  successful  in 
her  effort s.    We  should  be  pleased  to  find  imitators  of  her  ex- 
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ample  in  the  other  schools.  Ladies  have  met  regularly  to  instruct 
the  girls  in  sewing  and  mending.  Singing  forms  an  important 
part  of  the  exercises ;  the  music  is  an  irresistible  attraction  for 
the  children,  and  they  sing  at  home  the  beautiful  hymns  taught 
in  the  schools. 

SCHOOL  NO.  2.  88  EAST  BALTIC  STREET. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  scholars  have  been  in  attendance 
during  the  past  year.  Two  hundred  and  twenty  four  garments, 
and  ninety  two  pairs  of  shoes,  have  been  distributed  among  the 
children.  Eleven  thousand  and  eighty-eight  meals  have  been 
given.    The  average  attendance  has  been  fifty. 

The  course  of  study,  and  the  singing,  as  well  as  the  whole 
management  of  the  school,  have  been  substantially  the  sane  as 
at  No.  1,  but  it  is  not  so  large,  and  perhaps  we  might  add  not  as 
flourishing.  It  has  some  obstacles  to  contend  against  which 
impede  its  growth,  the  opposing  power  of  Romanism  being  the 
chief.  The  building  rented  for  the  use  of  this  school  is  not 
cheerful  and  pleasant,  but  the  difficulty  of  finding  a  bright  and 
sunny  room  in  this  locality,  the  rent  of  which  would  come  within 
our  mean-, 'compels  us  to  remain. here  during  the  ensuing  year. 

SCHOOL  NO.  3,  AT  THE  HOME  INT  BUTLER  ST.,  BETWEEN  VANUERBILT 
AND  FLATS  US  H  AVENUES. 

Eighty  children  are  at  present  in  daily  attendance  ;  and  this 
has  been  the  average  number  through  the  year.  One  half  of  these 
have  learned  to  read  with  fluency,  and  only  seven  of  those  in  the 
infant  class  have  yet  to  learn  their  letters.  Forty-five  children 
jare  learning  to  write  ;  forty-five  are  in  a  class  of  arithmetic,  in 
various  stages  of  progress  ;  twenty  four  are  studying  geography  : 
t  wenty  are  in  a  class  of  simple  elementary  philosophy  :  and  seven 
are  in  a  history  class.  The  teachers1  late  reports  encourage  as  to 
hope  that  some  of  these  little  ones  have  listened  to  the  Words  of 
•Jesus  which  they  hear  in  school,  and,  in  their  simple  earnest  \\  ay, 
ask  him  daily  for  his  blessing.     Some  who  havejusl  Learned  bo 
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write,  make  use  of  their  newly  acquired  power  by  writing  notes 
to  the  Teachers  and  Managers.  1  here  is  something  touching  in 
the  artless  way  in  which  they  write  to  us  that  they  are  "trying 
so  hard  to  be  good ;"  or  in  their  child  like  attempts  on  some 
treasured  bit  of  paper,  to  tell  us,  with  laborious  effort  at  framing 
the  words,  that  they  "  want  to  do  right"  and  are  "very  sorry" 
when  they  do  wrong,  but  that  they  "have  asked  God  for  help." 

Can  the  oldest  Christian  do  more?  God  only  asks  of  us  accord- 
ing to  our  ability. 

school  no.  4 


is  for  colored  children.  Just  at  the  close  of  the  war  this  class 
seemed  to  need  our  assistance,  and,  for  a  time,  the  school  met 
their  necessities  ;  but  the  Committee  of  Managers  in  charge  of  it 
recently  reported  that  the  school  in  its  present  form  was  an 
unnecessary  expense  to  the  Association,  as  the  scholars  could  all 
attend  the*  Ward  Schools  for  colored  children.  The  managers 
were  unwilling  to  relinquish  all  work  in  this  direction,  and,  .it  a 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  it  was  proposed  to  establish  a 
Home  for  colored  children  in  place  of  this  School,  under  the  care 
of  this  Association,  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
which  govern  the  Home  for  Destitute  Children,  on  Butler  Street- 
This  proposal  was  favorably  received,  and  with  unanimous 
consent  of  the  Board,  arrangements  were  made  for  carrying  the 
plan  into  execution. 

THE  HOME  FOE  DESTITUTE  CHILUE  E  V. 

has  numbered  during  the  past  year  one  hundred  and  sixty  child- 
ren as  its  inmates  for  a  greater  or  less  portion  of  time.  Ninety 
six  children  are  at  present  in  the  Institution  ;  thirty  eight  have 
been  placed  in  good  homes  in  the  country.  Some  of  these  were 
indentured,  others  adopted  ;  and,  in  almost  every  case,  we  have 
received  letters  from  the  children,  or  from  those  with  whom  they 
have  been  placed,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  have 
met  witli  kindness,  A  lady  of  wealth  and  respectability,  and. 
what  is  more  to  our  purpose,  a  good  christian,  thus  writes  to  us 
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of  a  child  five  years  of  age,  whom  she  adopted  from  tliis  Institu- 
tion. "We  are  all  very  much  attached  to  Mary,  and  are  pleased 
to  know  that  you  had  not  forgotten  our  darling  child,  and  that 
you  feel  an  interest  in  her  welfare.  She  is  a  good  child  and  bids 
fair  to  be  all  that  can  be  desired.  We  arc  very  much  attached  to 
her  and  would  be  lonely  indeed  without  her,  for  she  is  the  lighl 
of  our  home.  May  God  give  us  grace  and  patience  to  bring  her 
up  to  be  a  good  and  useful  member  of  society."  The  child  here 
alluded  to,  was  taken  when  an  infant  from  its  mother  in  the 
county  jail.  Some  of  the  letters  from  Western  farmers  who  have 
received  these  children  into  their  families,  make  us  quite  sin  e  that 
their  general  surroundings  are  much  improved.  A  ragged,  home- 
less little  fellow,  taken  from  the  street,  and  placed  with  an 
honest  industrious  farmer,  would  be  apt  to  lead  a  very  different 
life  than  had  he  been  left  to  hang  about  the  docks  and  markets, 
taking  easy  lessons  in  a  school  of  pickpockets,  and  graduating 
from  a  gang  of  burglars.    We  quote  from  some  of  these  letters. 

The  following  is  from  a  man  who  could  probably  guide  the 
plough  much  better  than  he  could  wield  the  pen,  as,  judging  from 
the  unsteady  manner  in  which  he  has  formed  the  letters,  it  comes 
from  an  unaccustomed  hand.  There  is  an  air  of  sincerity  in  what 
he  writes,  so  that  we  are  confident  he  will  make  of  Joe,  as  he 
says,  "  a  substantial  man,"  and  give  him  "  a  chance  in  the  world," 
such  as  he  never  could  have  had  in  his  miserable  home.  After 
certain  stifY  introductory  phrases,  which  evidently  he  considers 
the  stated  and  proper  method  of  opening  a  letter,  he  writes: 
*  *  *  "  Joe  is  a  good  boy,  he  reads  his  Bible  considerable,  yet 
I  don't  think  he  is  a  Christian  ;  but  he  is  a  very  trusty  boy  and 
I  think  he  will  make  a  very  substantial  man.  *  *  *  *  I  am 
giving  him  a  chance  to  make  something,  and  as  he  is  industrious 
and  saving — I  think  he  will  do  as  well  as  boys  in  general,  and 
better  than  a  great  many." 

In  another  instance,  a  good  motherly  Woman  took  two  little 
boys  from  the  "Home"  in  her  family.  She  showed  her  kind 
heart  in  the  fact  that  she  would  not  separate  them,  because  they 
were  brothers.    In  her  last  letter  she  thus  wrote:  fc*  In  regard  to 
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their  conduct,  I  must  say  that  they  are  as  good  little  hoys  as  any 
one  need  wish  for,  and  we  feel  that  if  they  were  taken  away  from 
us,  we  should  miss  them  sadly.  They  often  speak  of  the  Home, 
but  they  say  they  would  rather  stay  here." 

The  following  letter  is  from  Willie  — — ,  a  bright  little  fellow 
who  left  the  Home  about  two  years  since.  The  person  of  whom 
he  speaks  as  "  Pa,"  is  the  firmer  who  has  adopted  him.  From 
the  tone  of  the  letter  we  should  judge  that  he  has  proved  a  kind 
father.  He  thus  writes:  "Pa  received  a  letter  from  you,  inquir- 
ing about  me,  he  is  quite  busy  and  thinks  I  am  large  enough  to 
answer  for  myself.  You  wanted  to  know  about  my  health,  it  is 
pretty  good  as  a  general  thing.  I  have  had  two  or  three  sick 
spells  that  would  last  a  day  or  two,  but  nothing  serious.  I  have 
been  going  to  school  all  winter,  liked  my  teacher.  Have  a  good 
home  that  I  like.  The  night  before  Christinas  I  hung  up  my 
stockings,  and  in  the  morning  they  were  full  of  candy  and  nuts, 
and  I  had  a  new  pair  of  boots  and  a  slate  and  lead  pencil,  and 
some  toys.    I  go  to  Sabbath  School  every  Sabbath," 

We  have  many  letters  similar  to  the  above  which  we  would 
gladly  give,  did  time  and  space  allow. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  good  throughout  the  year. 
There  have  been  no  deaths  among  the  older  ones,  and  only  two 
in  the  nursery.  These  were  both  infants,  and,  as  one  of  them  was 
nursed  by  its  mother,  who  was  a  laundress  in  the  Home,  we  feel 
sure  that  it  did  not  suffer  from  want  of  care.  The  uniform  good 
health  of  these  children  we  consider  an  emphatic  proof  that  they 
have  proper  food  and  good  care,  for  without  such,  there  would  be 
greater  mortality  where  so  many  little  ones  are  gathered.  We 
feel  thankful  to  the  good  God,  who  has  thus  blessed  the  means 
we  have  used  to  promote  their  health  and  strength,  and  as  He 
uses  instruments  to  accomplish  His  designs,  we  must  also  ac- 
knowledge the  kindness  of  our  good  physician,  Dr.  Corey,  in 
watching  over  the  children  through  the  little  ailments  to  w  hich 
childhood  is  subject.  We  regret  that  it  Was  not  in  his  power  to 
remain  with  us.  Dr.  Goodridge,  who  takes  his  place  comes  to  us 
highly  commended  by  Dr.  llut.chiason,  the  consulting  physician  of 
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the  Association.  A  certain  number  of  beds  in  cadi  dormitory 
have  been  set  apart  as  charity  beds;  these  are  for  such  destitute 
children  as  need  our  care,  but  whose  parents  are  totally  unable 
to  support  them,  and  ace  unwilling  to  surrender  them.  An 
amount  of  five  dollars  per  month  in  the  nursery,  or  four  dollars 
for  older  children,  is  required  as  the  nominal  board  from  parents, 
who,  by  placing  their  little  ones  in  the  Home,  can  earn  for  them- 
selves a  comfortable  maintenance,  and  can  thus  afford  to  pay 
towards  their  support. 

THE   NURSERY  CHILDREN 

have  never  looked  as  well  as  they  do  at  present  ;  they  are  bright 
and  active,  and  even  one  or  two  who,  when  given  to  us,  were 
puny  little  creatures,  have  become  nearly  as  vigorous  as  the  rest. 

Fifty  three  children,  under  the  age  of  four  years,  have  been 
inmates  of  the  nursery,  during  the  past  year.  Sixteen  are  at 
present  in  this  department.  About  a  year  since,  a  resolution  was 
passed  to  the  effect  that  we  would  admit  no  infants  in  the  nursery 
under  the  age  of  two  years.  We  have  not  yet  thought  it  ex- 
pedient, *vith  our  present  accommodations,  to  reconsider  this 
resolution.  An  exception,  however,  was  made  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing, in  favor  of  such  infants  as  might  be  surrendered  to  the 
Association. 

VENTILATION. 

An  expensive  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  ventila- 
ting the  Home.  It  proved  very  successful  as  to  the  quality  of  air 
introduced,  but  as  to  quantity,  the  managers  during  the  cold 
Weather  would  have  been  more  comfortable  in  the  committee 
room  under  a  somewhat  abated  draught.  The  expense  conse- 
quent upon  this  new  method  of  ventilation,  together  with  some 
interior  alterations,  painting  and  repairs  in  the  Home  building,  :ill 
of  which  were  deemed  necessary,  and  were  recommended  by  the 
advisory  committee,  added  bills  of  unusual  length  to  our  ordinary 
expenditure.     Our  treasury  must   have  been  depleted,  had  not 
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these  extra  demands  been  met  by  the  increased  liberality  oi 
friends. 

The  work  of  this  Association  for  the  past  year  was  divided  as 
equally  as  possible  among  the  Managers.  Standing  Committees 
were  formed,  to  serve  during  the  entire  year.  The  names  of  those 
forming  those  committees  were  printed  with  our  last  Annual 
Report.  Experience  confirms  us  in  the  belief  that  this  is  an 
improvement  upon  our  previous  plan,  as  now  every  Manager 
becomes  familiar  with  the  work  of  some  particular  department, 
for  the  management  of  which  she  is  held  more  or  less  responsible. 
When  any  difficulty  occurs,  the  Board  at  once  know  to  whom  the 
matter  should  be  referred. 

These  committees  are  required  to  send  in  written  reports  to 
the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Managers,  so  that  the  details  of  the 
work  may  become  familiar  to  all  the  Board,  and  all  matters 
submitted  to  their  discussion. 

By  reference  to  our  recorded  donations,  it  will  be  seen  that, 
not  only  during  the  Fair,  but  through  the  entire  year,  we  o  ve 
much  to  the  kindness  of  friends.  "VVe  desire  gratefully  to  ac- 
knowledge this,  and  to  ask  for  a  continued  interest  in  our  work. 

The  result  of  what  has  been  accomplished  for  those  who  have 
been  indentured  becomes  every  year  more  evident,  as  their 
several  terms  of  indenture  expire.  One  who  has  just  come  of 
age  proves  a  good  industrious  woman,  respected  by  all  who 
know  her,  and  a  member  of  one  of  our  city  churches.  We  hope 
she  is  a  sample  of  what  the  others  will  prove  as  they  emerge 
from  under  our  fostering  care.  In  looking  over  the  list  of  child- 
ren who  have  been  surrendered,  we  find  that  in  the  majority  of 
cases  they  are  children  of  intemperate  parents.  A  family  of 
seven  were  recently  placed  in  the  Home,  their  mother  having  just 
died,  and  their  father,  from  his  miserable  habits,  being  utterly 
unable  to  provide  for  his  family.  Tins  depraved  appetite  is  the 
prolific  source  of  evil,  and  the  only  hope  for  the  children  seems 
to  be  in  taking  them  from  under  such  influence  and  plac  ing  them 
in  homes  among  good  Christian  men  and  women.  From  cases 
constantly  occurring,  in  which  children  have  been  rescued  from 
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homos  made  miserable  by  intemperance,  we  select  the  following 
as  one  of  peculiar  interest. 

About  four  years  since,  two  lovely  little  children  who  had  just 
lost  their  mother  were  placed  in  the  Home  by  their  father.  lie 
was  an  Englishman  by  birth,  and  the  son  of  a  minister  of  the 
established  church,  lie  was  a  graduate  of  Oxford  University, 
and  his  manners  and  address  were  those  of  a  gentleman.  By 
means  of  his  education  lie  might  have  obtained  a  comfortable 
support  for  himself  and  his  family.  While  in  the  University  he 
had  formed  habits  which  eventually  proved  his  ruin.  He  had 
married  a  young  lady  of  a  good  family  at  Oxford,  but  his  intem- 
perate course  and  his  extravagance  obliged  him  to  leave  England 
almost  immediately  after  his  marriage.  It  was  the  old  story. 
She  died  overwhelmed  by  the  cares  and  toils  of  a  life  to  which 
she  was  unaccustomed.  He,  sinking  lower  and  lower  under  the 
accumulated  horrors  of  want,  intemperance  and  remorse,  ended 
his  unhappy  career  by  suicide.  The  children  confided  to  our  care 
are  ignorant  of  all  this.  Happily  unconscious  of  the  clouds  that 
hung  over  their  parents,  they  are  leading  bright  and  joyous  lives 
in  new  homes  in  Minnesota.  There,  on  the  new  soil  of  that 
beautiful  jrfState,  they  are  without  any  reminder  of  the  sorrows 
that  were  laid  in  the  old  world  upon  their  father  when  he  was 
drawn  down  into  the  Malestrom  of  temptations  that  eddy  in  its 
renowned  University.  Good  schools  are  within  their  reach,  and 
Christian  influences  surround  them  in  the  healthy  moral  atmos- 
phere of  a  village  settled  by  New-England  people,  with  all  their 
Puritan  proclivities  for  the  establishment  of  law,  order,  and  tem- 
perance, as  embodied  in  Christianity. 

One  tie  links  them  to  the  old  world;  a  feeble  gray-haired  man 
still  ministers  at  the  altar  of  a  little  stone  church  in  one  of  the 
Cathedral  towns  of  England.  Under  the  aisles  of  that  church, 
picturesque  with  its  ivy-covered  tower,  his  wife,  the  mother  of  the 
\\  ild  young  student  lies  buried. 

Does  not  his  heart  turn  to  those  little  grand-children  far  across 
the  prairies,  when  in  the  solemn  words  of  the  Litany,  he  prays 
before  his  kneeling  people: 
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"  That  it  may  please  thee  to  defend  and  provide  for  the  father- 
less children — ." 

And  those  earnest  prayers,  without  hook  or  surplice,  which 
burst  in  agony  from  the  lips  of  parents  for  their  wandering 
children— may  not  these  be  answered  ?  Prayers  cannot  be  lost  : 
though  the  father  did  not  receive  the  blessing,  the  children  may. 
Though  the  ocean  and  half  a  continent  lie  between,  the  answer 
to  his  prayers  may  fall  upon  those  little  heads,  and  they  in 
turn  may  become  God's  messengers  to  new  homes.  Then,  when 
the  old  minister's  lips  are  sealed  in  death,  a  younger  voice  in  the 
new  world  may  take  up  the  words  of  the  same  litany: 

"  That  it  may  please  thee  to  give  us  an  heart  to  love  and  fear 
thee,  and  diligently  to  live  after  thy  commandments." 

Perhaps  it  may  be  asked  why  we  infringe  upon  the  conven- 
tional formality  of  a  report  with  a  story  like  this? 

Simply  because  we  believe  that  it  shows  our  work  more  vivid- 
ly than  we  can  place  it  in  any  other  form  of  words. 

Thus  the  artist  hangs  his  picture  upon  the  walls  of  the  galkry 
that  the  world  may  judge  of  what  he  has  been  doing.  This  i> 
what  we  are  doing. 

We  take  little  children  from  homes  of  misery,  and  from  under 
the  shadow  of  intemperance,  and  seek  to  surround  them  with 
good  influences,  and,  with  God's  help,  to  give  them  a  better 
chance  in  the  world. 

Some  one  of  these  little  waifs,  drifted  to  us,  and  given  to  our 
nursing  care,  like  the  child  in  the  ark  of  bulrushes,  committed 
by  the  anxious  mother  to  the  Nile,  may  prove,  like  him,  to  be  a 
mighty  leader  among  God's  people.  One  who.  receiving  the 
law  from  Him,  shall  give  it  with  such  power  to  the  world,  that 
there  shall  be  a  united  response  from  all  who  hear,  as  when 
Moses  spoke— "And  all  the  people  answered  together,  and  said. 
All  that  the  Lord  hath  spoken  we  will  do." 


Ami  yet,  though  no  such  reward  should  be  given  us.  let  a- 
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remember  that  every  human  soul  is  precious  in  His  Bight,  and  let 
us  be  content  to  work,  leaving  the  result  with  Him;  for  to  every 
one  who  watches  faithfully  over  the  soul  of  a  little  child,  does 
God  say,  in  a  far  higher  sense  than  spoke  Pharaoh's  daughter, 
".Twill  pay  thee  thy  wages."
